v'  LONDON,  Dec.  21.— The  Government  in  its  sUtement  to  Par- 
tiament  today  was  able  to  give  but  little  satisfaction  to  labor's 
demands  for  a  solution  of  the  unemployment  problem,  which  daily 
g^ows  more  urgent.  Of  the  three  main  difficulties  facing  the  Gov- 
ernment at  the  present  moment,  finance,  Ireland  and  unemployment, 
it  is  reported  that  the  Government  views  unemployment  as  the  most 
serious. 

This  is  probably  because  the  recent  slump  in  trade,  which 
aggravates  the  trouble,  eliminated  hope  of  betterment  in  the  near 
future,  and  the  only  remedies  in  sight  are  mere  palliatives.  *  It  was 
alleged  today  that  Mr.  Lloyd  George  was  postponing  his  visit  to  Nice 
on  account  oT^fhls  crisTs.  ~^Tt  appears  inore  probaBTe,71io weverTlthat 
this  is  not  the  reason,  but  that  the  Premier's  conference  at  Nice  has 
been  delayed  in  order  to  see  the  results  of  the  Brussels-financial  con- 
ference. The  statement  in  the  Commons,  which  was  presented  by 
Mr.  T.  J.  Macnamara,  Minister  of  Labor,  admitted  the  extreme  seri- 
ousness of  the  situation,  which,  said  the  Minister,  made  the  Christmas 
outlook  the  darkest  in  many  years.

VANCOUVER.  Dec.  21.— If  the 
actual  total  of  the  nun)bcr  of  men 
seeking  employment  In  tho  city 
through  the  recognized  channeli  is  to 
be  taken  as  evidence,  the  Vancouver 
situation,  while  still  serious  enough, 
is  not  nearly  as  black  as  it  has  been 
painted.  An  official  statement  ob- 
tained this  morninar  from  Relief 
Officer  Ireland  shows  that  up  till 
today  not  more  than  1,729  men  have 
applied  for  employment. 

Plana  for  the  relief  of  distress  in 
the  city,  undertaken  by  the  com- 
mittee of  twelve,  are  well  under  way. 
A  system  for  the  distribution  of  fojd 
among  married  men  with  families 
requiring  assistance  is  proving  satis- 
factory, and  It  is  understood.  th»ro 
are  few  complaints  among  the  500 
single  men  relying  upon  the  com- 
mittee of  twelve  for  sustenance. 

Although  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment guaranteed  new  municipal 
revenue  which  In  fifteen  years  would 
completely  pay  up  a'  million  dollar 
t>ond  Issue  and  permit  an  Immediate 
start  of  road  work  to  that  amount, 
the  city  council  thia  morning  refused 
to  "take  a  chance."

Court-Martial  on  Ca()et  Harte 
Is  Postponed — No  Progress

CORK.  «Dec.  21.— Armed  men  this 
evening  raided  the  parcel  department 
of  the  post  office.  The  invaders  lev- 
elled their  revolvers  at  members  of 
the  staff  and  cltlxens  in  the  building, 
but  the  poVce  on  duty  promptly 
opened  fire  on  them.  In  the  rapid  ex- 
change of  shots,  one  raider  was  killed 
and  several  persons  are  reported  to 
have  been  wounded,  including  mem- 
l>ers  of  the  raiding  party,  who  were 
taken  Into  custody.  Troops  quickly 
surrounded  the  building. 

A  simultaneous  attempt  was  made 
to  raid  the  post  office  in  Douglas 
Street.      The    attempt    failed. 

At  the  request  of  the  attorney  for 
the  defence  in  the  court-martial  on 
Cadet  Harte.  who  is  charged  with 
having  killed  Canon  Magner.  the 
parish  priest  of  Dunmanway,  an  in- 
definite adjournment  of  the  trial  was 
given.  The  attorney  asked  for  the  ad- 
journment on  the  ground  that  the 
doctor  was  not  yet  In  a  position  to  say 
whether  Harte  waa  in  a  condition  to 
plead. 

Little  Peace  Progress 

DUBLIN,  Dec.  21.— The  Inter- 
mediaries seeking  to  establish  pre- 
liminaries of  peace  continue  reticent, 
rerusing  to  say  whether  any  actual 
progress  towards  a  settlement  has 
been  made. 

^Replyli^g  from  Roscommon  to  an 
Idpary  of  the  Associated  Press  three 
dgrs  ago  whether  a  meeting  of  the 
mil  Eireann  was  contemplated  to 
elpnsider  peace.  Father  O'Planagan, 
vlee-preoldent*of  the  Sinn  Fein,  who 
has  had  considerable  correspondence 
with  Premier  Lloyd  George  on  the 
Irish   situation,   says: 

"I  know  of  no  progress  towards  a 
Dail  Eireann  meeting." 

Village  Reported  Bnraed 
LONDON,  Dec.  21.— The  Press  Aa- 
soclotlon's  Dublin  correspondent 
quotes  a  dispatch  from  Tuiek,  County 
Roscommon,  as  saying  that  Crown 
forces  burned  the  village  of  Balllnalee, 
County  Longford,  early  this  morning, 
as  a  reprisal  for  the  recent  attack  on 
the  police  barracks  there  m  which  one 
constable  was  killed  and  three 
wounded. 

Shops  and  houses  were  destroyed, 
the  dispatch  states,  some  outlying 
farmhouses  burned  and  stock  shot. 
The  military  commandeered  and  for- 
tified the  schoolhoueo  and  most  of  the 
inhahltants  ned,  according;  to  the  dis- 
patch. 

Rallwaynicn  YloM 
DUBLIN.  Dec.  21.— The  Irish  rall- 
waymen  today  voted  unanimously  to 
abandon  their  strike  against  the  car- 
rying of  munitions  and  return  to 
work.  The  men  voted  to  carry  all  the 
traffic  offered,  provided  all  the  men 
are  restored  to  their  former  positions. 

D'ANNUNZIO  DEFIES 

ITALY'S  AUTHORITY 

ROME.  Dec.  21. — Replying  to  the 
ultimatum  of  General  C^vlglia,  com- 
manding the  Italian  forces  surround- 
ing Flume.  Gabrlele  d'Annunsio  de- 
clared today  that  he  would  maintain 
his  attitude  and  would  not  recognize 
the  Treaty  of  Rapallo.  D'Annunsio 
Informed  General  Cavlglla  that  he 
had  decided  to  resist. 

General  Cavlglla  now  will  proclaim 
a  strict  blockade  of  Flume  and  the 
islands  of  Veglla,  Arbe,  and  San 
Marcos,  it  was  announced.  The  new 
blockade,  it  Is  said,  will  completely 
Isolate  the  territory  occupied  by 
d'Annunsio  from  the  rest  of  the 
world.

— Seventy  mem- 
bers of  the  Philippine  constabulary 
pleaded  guilty  here  on  charges  of 
sedition  in  connection  with  the  riot 
with  Filipino  poUce  last  Thursday 
night  which  resulted  In  eleven  deaths. 

Seven  other  constabulary  men  ar- 
rested In  connection  with  the  riot 
pleaded  not  guUty.  their  hearing 
being  set  for  January.  Sentence 
upon  the  seventy  pleading  guilty  will 
not  be  pronounced  until  the  trial  of 
the  other  seven  is  completed.  The 
maximum  penalty  for  sedition  is  ten 
years.

A»  for  the  automobile  man's  claims 
one  Minister  pointed  out  thia  morning 
that  the  argument  of  the  dealers  that 
they  should  have  a  rebate  because 
they  were  stocked  up  with  cars  on 
which  the  tax  was  paid,  was  illogical. 
The  same  automobile  men  had  not  of- 
fered the  Government  any  rebate  on 
cars  they  bought  a  few  days  before 
the  tax  became  effective. 

Messages  expressing  pleasure  at  the 
removal  of  the  tax  are  still  being  re- 
ceived from  all  classes  of  people  ex- 
^  cept  those  who  did  their  Christmas 
shopping  early  and  thus  paid  the  tax. 
One  of  the  Ministers  received  a  letter 
this  morning  In  which  the  comment 
read: 

"The  Winter  of  our  discontent  has 
become  the  Spring  of  hope  with  the 
removal  of  the  burden  of  the  luxury 
tax."

Killed  by  AlrpUne  Propeller 

WASHINQTON,  Dec.  21.— Walter 
R.  Alexander,  son  of  Secretary  Alex- 
ander, of  the  I>epartment  of  Com- 
merce, was  killed  instantly  today  at 
Belling  Field  here  by  fho  propeller 
of  an  airplane,  in  which  he  was 
preparing;  to  make  a  flight,  striking 
him  on  the  head. 


DUBLIN,  Dec.  ^. — Heavy  figljting  has  taken  place  between 
large  forces  of  civilians  on  one  side  and  soldiers  and  police  on  the 
other  in  the  section  lying  between  Callan,  County  Kilkenny,  and 
Glenbowcrr  County  Tipperary.  ^he  military  and  police  were  am* 
bushed  at  not  less  than  three  different  places  yesterday,  and  numerous 
casualties  resulted  on  both  sides.  These  included  Sergeant  Walsh, 
R.I.C.,  killed,  some  soldiers  killed,  number  unknown,  ten  to  fifteen 
civilians  killed,  and  Sergeant  Shannon  and  several  soldiers  wounded.

An  official  communication  issued  by  general  headquarters 
estimated  the  casualties  among  the  attacking  forces  at  sixteen,  and 
gives  the  military  casualties  as  one  private  severely  wounded.  No 
police   casualties   are   mentioned.  ^.y.''' 

The  statement  says*  that  the  details  arc  still  in  doubt,  and  that 
no  information  has  yet  been  received  regarding  the  ambush  of  police 
reinforcements  from  Clonmel.

-  At  the 
first  volley  from  the  ambuslng  party 
the  soldiers  and  police  dismounted 
from  the  lorry  and  spread  out,  and  a 
brisk  fight  ensued,  the  firing  being 
intense   at   times. 

The  fighting  was  still  in  progress 
when  County  Inspector  whyte  of  Kil- 
kenny with  a  dozen  men  of  the  con- 
stabulary dashed  up  on  another  lorry, 
running  into  the  thick  of  It.  It 
was  now  becoming  dark,  and  the  po- 
lice lorry  was  subjected  to  a  veritable 
hail  of  bullets.  It  was  riddled,  and 
Sergeant  Walnh  was  shot  through  the 
head,  dying  instantly.  Shannon  re- 
ceived woundH  In  the  head  and  arms. 
The  battle  was  very  fierce.  District 
Inspector  Baynham  had  a  narrow 
escape,  his  rifle  being  shattered  li> 
his  hand. 

At  about  the  same  time  reinforoe- 
ments  from  Clonmel  were  udacked 
near  Olenbower,  where  tho  biggest 
battle  of  tho  day  occurred.

Dec.  21.— The  IrHfh 
Home  Rule  Bill,  aa  It  finally  emerged 
from  Parliament  today  ready  for 
royal  assent,  i«  not  fundamentally 
different  from  the  measure  the  Gov- 
ernment first  presented.  Months  of 
discussion  and  efforts  to  amend  In 
both  Houses  resulted  in  certain  aate> 
guards  being  added,  which  its  ad- 
herents believe  will  make  It  trhn 
acceptable  te  the  Irish  people. 

Its  critics,  however,  still  maintain 
that  It  will  not  be  accepted  by  Sooth 
Ireland,  and  in  this  connection  it  la 
recalled  that  Arthur  Orlfflth.  Sinn 
Fein  leader,  said  some  weeks  after 
the  bill  waa  Introduced  there  prob- 
ably were  not  ten  influential  men  In 
Ireland  who  had  even  taken  the 
trouble  to  read  It.  The  biU'8>eriUes 
argue  that  the  events  of  the  last  few 
months  have  not  served  to  chanire 
the  attitude  of  the  Sinn  Fain  thst 
they  will  not  aet  up  the  government 
snrrested  by  the  Imperial  Parlia- 
ment.

The  oHginal  bill  provided  Ihat  the 
preeldent  of  the  council  shall  be  the 
Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  but  mm 
amended,  he  will  be  appointed  by  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  on  th»  advice  of  the 
crown.  The  idea  expressed  by  tha 
minister  explaining  the  bill  is  that 
the  council  will  fom  a  bridge  upon 
which,  in  time,  the  two  parHaments 
can  ret  together  and  form  one  body 
for  the  entire  country. 

The  measure  proridea  thst  when 
that  is  done,  certain  powers  of  pollee. 
finance  and  other  branches  of  tha 
government  will  b«  turned  over.

Bishop  of  the  New 
York  diocese  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  died  anddenly  here 
yesterday.  ,  He  bad  been  suffering 
from  laryngitis  for  the  past  week. 
Yesterday  ha  was  somewhat  Improved 
and  started  to  take  a  short  walk 
along    Itiveralde   Drive. 

Near  ISTth  Street.  Bishop  Burch 
felt  himeelf  weakening  and  made  his 
way  to  the  apartment  of  Mrs.  Craw- 
ford Douglas.  She  said  she  bad  been 
administering  throat  treatments  to 
the  Bishop  for  the  last  la  days  and 
bad  treated  blm  similarly  a  year  ago 
last  July. 

After  the  treatment  yesterday,  Mrs. 
Douglas  said.  Bishop  Burch  told  her 
he  felt  better  but  a  trifle  weak  from 
his  walk.  They  had  talked  about 
fifteen  minutes,  she  added,  when  the 
Bishop  arose  from  his  chair  and  fell 
to  the  floor.  Physicians  were  sum- 
moned, but  the  prelate  died  before 
they  arrived.  Death  was  declared  to 
be  due  to  heart  failure,  the  12  days' 
illness  with  laryngitis  having  con- 
siderably weakened   his   heart.

Mackenxle  King,  would  never  bo 
Premier  of  Canada,  and  expressed 
the  belief  that  were  the  Oovernmer.t 
defeated  it  would  be  by  the  free 
trade  advocates. 


LONDON,  Dec.  20. — The  Govern- 
ment is  preparing  to  Join  issuo  with 
the  trade  unions  over  angles  of  the 
unemployment  problem,  and  the  clash 
may  either  settle  the  entire  industrial 
problem  confronting  England,  or  pre- 
cipitate the  most  complete  tle-iu>  of 
industry    ever    seen    In    any    nation. 

With  nearly  half  a  million  persona 
unemployed,  the  flnanclal  and  indus- 
trial situation  causes  extreme  anxiety, 
and  throws  a  shadow  over  the  ap- 
proaching holidays.  Many  of  the  un- 
employed are  /ormer  service  men,  to 
whom  the  demanded  allowance  of  $10 
a  week  for  them  seemed  paradoxical, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  same 
labor  unions  refused  to  allow  60,000 
unemployed  men,  who  know  some- 
thing of  the  building  trades;  to  help 
build  houses  which  are  greatly 
needed. 

Officials  of  the  unions  flatly  re- 
fused to  meet  the  Government  rep- 
resentatives to  discuss  dilution  of  the 
labor  supply,  and  such  method  seems 
now  to  foreshadow  a  battle  between 
the  Government  and  the  unions, 
which  was  near  at  the  time  of  the 
coal  strike,  but  which  was  then 
averted. 

"There's  going  to  be  a  big  fight 
within  the  next  few  months,"  said 
J.  H.  Thomas,  leader  of  the  railroad 
men.  "If  the  anions  force  the  flght 
they'll  And  the  Government  backed^ 
op.  *Aot  only  by  employers  and  capi- 
talists, but  by  the  great  bulk  of  the 
English  people."

IN  GREAT  BRITAIN 

LONDON,  Dec.  20.— For  the  flrrt 
time  In  some  .months  a  reduction  in 
the  cost  of  living  Is  shown  by  sta- 
tistics by  the  Minister  of  Labor.  On 
December  1  the  average  level  of  re- 
tail prices.  •  including  food,  ren*. 
clothing,  fuel,  light  and  miscellane- 
ous Items,  was  169  per  cent  above 
that  Of  July.  1914,  as  compared  with 
176  per  cent  on  November  1. 

The  decrease  during  th^  month 
was  mainly  due  to  a  reduction  of 
fourpence  per  pound  In  the  price  of 
sugar.  There  also  was  a  reduction 
in  prices  of  clothing,  the  effect  ol 
which  was  almost  exactly  counter- 
balanced, however,  by  increases  In 
the  prices  of  milk,  eggs  and  fish. 

For  food  alone  the  increase  as  on 
December  1  over  the  level  of  July, 
1»14.  was  163  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  1»1  per  cent  at  November  1.

DAY  OF  FILGHIS 
IS  CELEBRATED 


Tercentenary  of  iandlng  Ob- 
served at  Plyniouth  Rock- 
Fulfilment  of  Daniel  Web- 
ster's Prophecy 


PLYMOUTH.  Maaa,  Dec.  tl.  —  On 
the  shore  of  Plymouth  Bay,  where 
the  "breaking  waves  daahed  high" 
when  the  Pilgrims  set  foot  on.  Ply- 
mouth Rock.  December  «1.  1S20. 
their  descendants  Joined  with  other 
distinguished  men  of  this  generatioft 
in  Americs,  Ureat  Britain  and  Hol- 
land in  oMiervlng  today  with  due 
solemnity  the  tercentenary  of  their 
landing. 

The  orator  was  Senator  Hmiry 
Cabot  Liodge,  a  successor  In  repl^e- 
sentation  in  the  Senate  from  Massa- 
chusetts of  Daniel  Webster,  who  de- 
livered the  famous  "Plymouth  Ora- 
tion," at  the  two-hundredth  anniver- 
sary. 

An  addreas  was  delivered  by  Oor- 
ernor  Calvin  Coolldge,  vice-preaident- 
elect,  and  a  poem.  "1C20-1920,"  was 
read  by  Dean  Ltebaron  Briggs,  of  the 
faculty  of  arts  and  sciences  of  Har- 
vard University.  Hymns  appropriate 
to  the  occasion  were  sung,  including 
the  "landing  of  the  Pilgrims,"  by 
Mrs.  Felicia  Uemans,  known  to  every 
American  schoolboy  and  girl  for, 
generations. 

Senator  Lodge  gave  a  scholarly 
outline  of  the  Pilgrlfas*  story  and  in 
drawing  from  it  a  lesson  for  present 
day  America,  he  pointed  out  that 
"they  set  character  flrst,"  "sought  to 
leave  men  freedom  both  in  body  and 
mind,"  and  "tried  to  reduce  the  sum 
of   huniua   njlser>'." 

A  prophesy  made  by  Daniel  Web- 
ster. 100  years  ago.  was  fulfilled  to. 
day  when*  pofernor  Coolldge,"  aitting 
In  the  ancient  TusTi -l)ot to med  tfhalr  of 
the  Pilgrim  Governor,  Carver,  talked 
by  telephone  across  the  continent 
with  a  representative  of  Governor 
Stephens  of  California.  The  incident 
was  a  feature  of  the  Pilgrim  tercen- 
tenary celebration. 

In  the  speech  of  Webster,  delivered 
here  on  December  iZ,  1820,  at  the 
observance  of  the  2D0th  anniversary 
of  the  forefathers'  landing,  he  pic- 
tured  to  the  minds  oY  his  hearers  the 
aasemblage  that  lOo  yeara  later  again 
would  honor  the  memory  of  the  Pil- 
grims and  survey  the  progress  of  the 
century. 

"We  would  antlctpaite  and  partake 
In  the  pleasure  with  which  they  will 
then  recount  the  steps  of  -New  Eng- 
land's advancement,"  he  said.  "On 
the  morning  of  that  day,  although 
it  will  not  disturb  us  in  our  repose, 
the  voice  of  acclamation  and  gratitude 
commencing  on  the  rock  of  Plymouth 
shall  be  transmitted  through  millions 
of  the.  sons  of  the  Pilgrims  until  it 
losses  Itself  In  the  murmurs  of  the 
Pacific  seas." 

The  quotation  from  Webster  was 
embodied  in  the  address  of  Senator 
Lodge,  the  orator  at  today's  exer- 
clsos,  and  the  telephone  call  from 
Governor  Coolldge  to  Governor 
Stephens'  office  in  Sacramento  was 
Umed  to  coincide  with  the  delivering 
of  that  portion  of  the  Senator's 
speech.  The  long  distance  connec- 
tion was  made  at  12:46.  Senator 
Lodge  paused  and  Governor  Cool- 
ldge, speaking  Into  the  telephone, 
said: 

"I  wi9h  you  to  say  to  Qovernor 
Stephens,  that  Massachusetts  and 
Plymouth  Rock  greet  California  and 
the  Golden  Gate,  and  that  the  sons 
of  the  Pilgrims,  according  to  the 
prophecy,  send  to-  you  the  voice  that 
is  to  be  lost  In  the  roar  of  the 
Pacific." 


Gives  Judgment  on  Application 
Made  on  Bfehalf  of 'IVIanitoba 
.and  Saskatchewan  -^'Says 
Increase  Is  Reasonable 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  21. — On  the  ground 
that  notwitl)standing  the  criticism  to 
which  the  Board  has  been  subjected. 
Its  findings  cannot,  on  the  most 
searching  analysis,  be  fairly  classed 
as  other  than  Just  and  reasonable, 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commission- 
ers, in  a  Judgment  handed  down  to- 
day, refused  the  application  of  the 
Governments  of  Maniaoba  and  Sae- 
katchen  for  an  order  suspending  the 
railway  rate  Increases  ifranted  in  an 
order  iasued  on  September  9,  the 
higher  rates  becoming  effective  four 
days   later. 

After  dealing  at  some  length  with 
the  general  aspects  of  the  case  and 
commenting  on  certain  criticisms  of 
the  Board  which  have  been  made  In 
respect  to  Its  action  in  increasing 
rates,  tille  Judgment  deals  exhaustive- 
ly with  the  financial  position  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  at  the 
present  time.  After  presenting  fig- 
ures showing  what  the  situation  of 
the  company  would  be  with  and 
without  the  rate  increases,  the  Board 
declares  that  these  figures  furnish  .t 
fiiir  indication  that  the  company  "la 
not  likely  to  do  more  than  pajr  ite 
way  during  the  coming  year.  If,  In- 
deed, it  succeeds  In  avoiding  a 
deficit" 

The  order  granting  an  Inoreaee  la 
rates,  which  has  been  the  sabjeet  of 
considerable  criticism,  was  written 
by  Chief  Commisaioner  Carvell  and 
concurred  .In  by  the  other  memt>er« 
of  the  Board.  The  Judgment  handed 
down  today  was  written  by  CommU- 
atoner  Dr.  i.  O.  Rutherford  and  eon- 
enrred  in  by  Hon.  F.  B.  Carvell  and 
AsslsUnt  Chief  Commiseigay  8.  I. 
Maclean.

Probable  "Course  of'  Dominion 
Government  Discussed  by 
Premier  Norris — Settlement 
on  Arbitrary  Basis  Possible 


WINNIPBa,  Dec  21.— Terms  may 
be  submitted  to  the  Prairie  Provincea 
by  the  Dominion  Qovernment  for  sot- 
tlement  of  the  natural  resources 
question,  in  the  belief  of  Premier 
Norris  and  Hon.  T.  F.  Johnson,  who 
represented  Manitoba  at  the  confer- 
ence  In  Ottawa  last  week  with  Pre- 
mier Meifhen  and  federal  mlnisterf. 
Messrs.  Norris  and  Johnson  arrivel 
home  today. 

"Our  strong  Impression,"  said  Mr. 
Norris.  In  a  statement,  "is  that  the 
people  at  larjre  in  Kastem  Canada 
still  believe  they  'purchased'  the 
West  in  1879,  and  have  a  vested 
Ylfht  in  it." 

Mr.  Norris  pointed  out  that  the 
natural  resources  question  had  not 
been  settled,  but  it  had  been  "v^ry 
considerably  clarified,"  by  the  recent 
conference. 

"It  was  the  view  of  the  Federal 
Government,"  he  said,  "that  the  only 
practicable  settlement  with  the  prer- 
ent  House  of  Commons  must  rest 
upon  an  arbitrary  baajs,  without  r**- 
ffard  to  the  fundamental  principles 
involved.  They  suggested  that  the 
I'ralrle  Provinces  agree  among  them- 
selves upon  an  arbitrary  abatement 
Oi'  the  present  'subsidy  in  lieu  of 
lards,'  and  that  the  remainder  of 
the  'eubsidy'  should  stand  as  com- 
pensation for  resources  already  alien- 
ated by  the  Dominion.  That  is  to  say. 
Manitoba,  before  receiving  the  con- 
trol of  the  resources  which  still  re- 
main unalienated,  must  ac^cept  as 
compensation  for  those  alienated  by 
the  Dominion  during  the  past  fifty 
years  a  fraction  of  the  present  arbi- 
trary  'subsidy  in   lieu   of  lands.'  " 

The  Manitoba  Government,  he  add- 
ed, bad  laken  the  view  hitherto  that 
even  the  whole  of  the  present  "sub- 
sidy in  lieu  of  lands"  would  be  very 
inadequate  compensation  "for  tho 
twenty  million  acres  of  lands  alien- 
ated by  the  Dominion  from  Manitoba 
during  the  last  fifty  years."  The  Gov- 
ernment had  been  inclined  to  prefer 
"something  in  the  natUre  of  an  ac- 
counting upon  a  basis  to  be  agreed 
upon"  in  such  way  that  the  com- 
pensation due  the  Province  might  bo 
determined  "upon  the  basis  of  trust 
establiHhed  in  our  argument."  but 
the  Federal  Government  believe] 
this  impossible. 

If  a  proposition  should  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Federal  Government 
it  would  be  given  the  most  careful 
consideration,    said    Mr.    Norris.

London  Daily  Telegraph  Draws 
Inferences  From  Recent  De- 
velopments—Suggests Ref- 
erendum of  Schemes 


LONDON.  Dec.  20.— The  Dally 
Telegraph  In  an  editorial  on  the  Irish 
situation,  refers  to  some  dpvelop- 
ments  of  the  last  week  as  "affording 
new  evidence  of  a  general  craving 
for  peace  in  Ireland." 

It  mentions  "the  courageous  ac- 
tion" of  Bishop  Cohatan  as  "the  flrst 
vigorous  and  eflTectlve  movement  from 
tho  side  of  tho  Catholic  hierarchy 
against  the  criminal  madness  that  is 
ruining  Ireland."  and  says  that  upon 
this  the  friends  of  peace  are  in- 
clined to  build  strong  hopes.  The 
paper  dwells  on  the  number  of  canes 
of  repudiation  of  the  Sinn  Fein,  fol- 
lowing the  lead  of  the  Oalway  County 
Council,  by  the  local  government 
bodies  in  Nationalist  parts  of  Ulster, 
"a  fact  of  high  slgniflcance,  con- 
sidering that  Irish  moderate  opinion 
had  warned  us  against  the  Galway 
example  to  be  of  much  effect  as  yet." 

As  regards  the  exchange  of  com- 
munications  between  Father  O'Flhn- 
agan  and  the  Premier,  The  l>any 
Telegraph  says  it  is  of  supreme  im- 
portance, as  It  disposes  of  the  pos- 
sibility of  dealing  further  with 
O'Flanagan. 

Premier  Lloyd  George,  says  the 
paper,  could  make  no  other  answer 
than  ho  has  done  In  repeating  that 
there  Is  no  possibility  of  a  settlement 
so  long  us  the  Sinn  Fein  demands  an 
Irish    Republic. 

"No  man,"  it  says,  "can  be  more 
sensible  of  that  fact  than  the  Prime 
Minister,  whose  Judgment  of  current 
feeling  and  thought  among  his  coun- 
trymen  is  unfailing. 

"An  Irish  Republic  will  never  be 
set  up  with  the  consent  of  the  peo- 
ple of  this  country.  Their  instinct  of 
self-preservation  is  toct.  lively  to  ad- 
mit of  any  section  in  politics  ven- 
turing to  associate  itself  with  the 
Sinn  Fein  demand.  They  look  to 
America  and  take  note  of  the  unre- 
strained  violence  of  passion,  of  hos- 
tility to  this  country,  which  the  Sinn 
Fein  is  striving  to  Infect  with  its  own 
venom  into  the  policy  of  the  United 
States.  That  attempt  has  so  far 
signally  failed,  and  we  are  convinced 
that  It  is  destined  to  fall. 

•But  how  can  this  people  be  In- 
different to  the  prospect  ot  a  country 
at  their  very  doors  being  brought 
into  open  and  intimate  association 
with  Iriah-Amertcan  extremism,  at 
oqce  the  most  Ignorant  and  most  in- 
flamed form  of  Anglophobia  in  ez- 
Utence?  Th*  mischief  that  It  has 
worked  in  an  Ireland  still  Vlthln  the 
bounds  of  this  kingdom  has  been 
•ufflclently  serloaa  What  it  cduld 
achieve  In  an  Ireland  separate  in  the 
Sinn  Fein  sense  may  be  imagined." 

The  Dally  Telegraph  concludes: 
"Some  of  thoM  Irishmen  who  best 
know  their  countrymen  are  persuaded 
that  a  referendum  giving  a  fiM 
opportunity  of  declaring  against  th« 
movement  which  has  broucht  the 
country  to  much  aafTertng,  ruin  snd 
dtograce,  jrould  result  In  n  popnlar 
verdict  which  wonM  rwroiutlonlmtlia 
wbole  outlook  anA  gim  the  bent 
chances  for  the  wloce—  of  the  policy 
embodied  In  the  bill  which  Im- 
madlately  becomes  sn  act  of  parlia- 
ment.

.position.  But  the  federal  system  In 
Canada  haa  worked  remarkably  well, 
ail  thlnga  oonstdered.  durlns  an  ox- 
perlenoe  of  about  halt  a  century,  and 
Prince  Bldward  Island,  the  amalieat 
of  our  provlnoos.  never  has  given 
trouble  because  of  the  dominating 
position  of  Ontario,  the  chief  prov- 
ince in  point'  of  population.  There 
are  differences,  racial  and  religious, 
in  the  Canadian  Confederation  which 
closely  reaemble  those  which  are 
troubling  the  people  of  Great  Britain 
and  Iceland.  Self-government,  with 
limitations  In  the  Interests  of  the 
whole,  have  minimised  auoh  senti- 
ments, and  the  result  is  a  Canada 
which  probably  la  aa  strongly  united 
in  devotion  to  country  and  to  Empire 
aa  any  nation  on  the  face  of  the 
globe. 

If  the  experience  of  this  country 
teaches  any  lesson  the  statesmen  of 
Great  Britain  could  study  with  profit, 
it  is  that  self-government  In  local 
affairs  with  a  otmtral  authority 
directing  the  dostinles  of  the  country 
aa  a  whole.  Is  a  logical  cure  for  many 
political  ills.  Furthermore,  the  rm- 
perlal  Parliament  under  the  existing 
system  spends  the  greater  part  of  its 
time  dealing  with  questions  which 
really  arc  merely  municipal  in  their 
nature.  It  Is  overburdened  with  busi- 
ness and  is  compelled  to  remain  in 
session  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
year.  Devolution  would  take  a  bur- 
den from  its  shoulders  and  transfer 
it  to  an  authority  more  competent 
by  reason  of  more  complete  local 
knowledge.  Now  that  the  matter 
haa  been  brought  before  the  mem- 
bers of  tho  British  Uousc  of  Com- 
mons, more  will  be  heard  of  it.  and 
it    is    Juftt    posnlblc      that      federalism

RESULT  OF  ANALYSIS 
OF  FORT  NORMAN  OIL 

OTTAWA,  Dec.  21. — Official  an- 
alysis has  bken  made  of  the  oil  re- 
cently discovered  by  the  Imperial 
Oil  Co.,  near  Port  Norman,  on  the 
Maokensle  River.  The  analysis  made 
of  oil  taken  from  well  No.  1,  about 
40  miles  up  stream  from  Fort  Nor- 
man, gives  the  following  percantages: 
Gasoline,  2S.8:  illuminating  oil,  S8.3: 
light  lubricating,  11.7;  medium  lubri- 
cating, 4.0. 

In  comparison  with  the  lighter  oils 
foJfid  In  the  Okotoks  district.  South- 
ern Alberta.  th«  Fort  Norman  oil  Is 
rather  light  In^  gasoline.  Samples 
taken  from  tb*  two  districts,  hew- 
ever,  are  very  much  the  aame  insofar 
as  illuminating  oil   is  concerned. 

No  rellablo  information  Is  yet  to 
hand  of  the  vain*  of  the  oil  lands 
discovered  down  the  Mackenila.  The 
volume  of  oil  produced  at  Well  Ne.  1 
waa  not  measured.  Tho  well  was 
allowed  to  gush  two  or  three  times 
and  wheh  the  fldw  subsided,  a  cap 
was  put  on  quickly.  The  well,  ac- 
cording to  reports  here,  gives  the  Im- 
prenslen  of  helng  a  rather  larg*  pro- 
daeer.

American  statesmen  haiVe  reached 
the  conclusion  that  they  cannot  ex- 
clude Canadian  wheat'  from  their 
country,  it  is  at  least  doubtful , 
whether  the  purpose  of  the  farmers 
who  demand  exclusion  would  be 
effected  by  imposition  of  an  embargo. 
Countries  which  have  a  surplus  of 
products  must  either  export  on  a 
basis  of  values  fixed  by  foreign  de- 
mand or  cease  from  doing  business 
in  that  particular  line  of  goods. 


In  a  recent  Isooa  X  modo  some 
comment  upon  tbo  Inherent  dlr- 
honesty  which  seenw  to  enshroud  an 
umbrella.

EMPIRE-WIOE  PASSPaRTS 

Imperial  Govenunpnt  Saperccdes  Old 

Syatetn  Reqnlrlng  Re««straUon  In 

fiacb   Separate   DonUnloii 

The  Imperial  Government,  with  the 
concurrence  of,  and  in  co-operation 
with,  the  Governments  of  the  Domin- 
ions, will  shortly  issue  what  are 
termed  "Empire-wide  passports." 
available  for  the  whole  of  the  Empire, 
in  supercession  of  the  existing  system 
which  requires  passports  to  be  re- 
newed In  each  part  of  the  Empire 
visited  by  the  holder. 

Under  the  new  system  any  British 
subject  who  holds  a  British  passport, 
however  endorsed,  or  even  not  en- 
dorsed at  all,  will  be  able  to  travel 
anywhere  within  tho  Empire  without 
further  formality,  and  the  same  rule 
will  apply  to  new  passports  to  be 
Issued  to  British  subjects. 

The  change  is  the  result  of  a  pro- 
posal made  to  the  Prime  Minister  of 
South  Africa  by  Sir  H.  A.  Blacken- 
berg.  Acting  High  Commissioner  in 
London  for  that  Dominion,  and  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Government  of  tho 
Union  of  South  Africa.  The  propos- 
al, having  also  received  the  approval 
of  the  Imperial  Government,  was 
commended  to  each  of  the  Domin- 
ions in  a  dispatch  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies. 

The  proposal  was  concurred  In  by  all 
the  DominioflB,  with  the  exception  of 
Australia,  the  Government  of  which 
pointed  out  that  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  almost  all  vessels  leaving  Aus- 
tralia for  Oreat  Britain  or  Canada 
touched  at  foreign  ports,  and  that 
passengers  required  for  their  paos- 
ports  a  visa  by  Italian^  French, 
American  or  other  Consols,  as  the 
case  might  be,  and  that  yie  practise 
of  foreign  Consuls  was  not  to  endorse

The  Turks  are  neither  bad  nor  anti- 
Brltlsh  at  heart,  and  the  Rultan  trusts 
only  In  God  and  Rngland,  according 
to  Ur.  Rol>ert  Frew,  for  twenty  years 
a  missionary  in  Conatantinople,  who 
addressed  tbe  Canadian  Club  at 
luncheon  in  the  Umpreaii  Hotel  yea* 
terday. 

Dr.  Frew  blamed  tbe  Allies  for  any 
antipathy  which  mlsht  have  arisen 
agrainst  them  In  Turkey,  declarlns 
that  it  was  a  colossal  blunder  to  call 
In  Oreek  troops  to  quell  disorder.  He 
said  that  Premier  Uoyd  Ooorgo  had 
been  hypnotised  by  Venlzelos,  the 
Oreek  Prime  Minister,  charged  'that 
Greece  would  turn  against  the  AlUes 
In  the  next  war,  and  went  on  to  say 
that  the  present  policy  of  the  Allies 
in  the  Near  E^ast  was  such  as  to  en- 
courage  dissension  among  the  Mo- 
hammedans   o{    India. 

Conditions  in  Turkey  at  present  Dr. 
Frew  described  as  "about  as  bud  as 
they  can  be."  and  be  held  the  Allies 
to  be  largely  responsible  tor  the  pres- 
ent state  of  affairs.  The  Turks  had 
been  humiliated  by  having  the  Oreek 
troops  sent  in,  and  so  long  ps  the 
Greeks  were  allowed  to  represent  the 
other  powers  in  direct  dealings  with 
the  Turks  there  would  l>e  trouble. 
Uow  About  India? 

"Tou  may  think  that  it  doesn't 
much  matter  what  Turkey  thinks 
about  it,"  nald  Dr.  Frew.  "Tou  may 
say  to  let  Turkey  go  to  hell,  but  do 
you  want  India  to  go  there,  too? 
Lloyd  George  was  hypnotised  by 
Venlselos  and  gave  him  all  he  asked 
for.  Inchiding  Thrace  with  Adrian- 
ople,  right  at  the  gate  of  Constanti- 
nople. Indian  Mussulmans  in  Turkey 
are  making  every  humiliation  of  the 
Sultan  or  caliph  known  in  India,  and 
they  are  making  trouble.  People  who 
believe  that  such  talk  Is  so  much  rot 
and  who  point  out  that  there  wag  no 
dissension  three  years  ago,  are  re- 
minded that  three  years  ago  people 
wore  not  being  shot  down  in  the 
streets  of  Dublin.  Agitators  today 
are  trying  to  raise  a.  revolution  in 
India.  There  was  an  assembly  not 
long  ago  of  6,000  delegates  in  Cal- 
cutta, and  there  have  been  others  In 
Bombay  and  other  centres. 

"A  Germany  is  being  made  In 
Greece,  and  It  is  a  good  thing  that 
Greece  is  being  made  a  third-class 
power  and  the  ambassadors  are  being 
withdrawn.  It  is  a  good  thing,  too, 
that  Constantlne  has  returned  to  the 
throne,  because  everyone  knows  he  is 
pro-German  and  no  good,  and  for  that 
reason  Britain  is  not  likely  to  have 
such  intimate  dealings  with  Grekce 
In  the  future.  As  for  Venlzelos,  who 
came  from  Crete,  we  should  remem- 
ber that  St.  Paul  tells  us  that  all 
CreUns  are  liars.  He  is  a  splendid 
man  for  Greece,  but  a  very  bad  one 
for  ^" 

Dr.  Frew  said  that  the  Turks  had 
believed  the  British  unbeatable,  and 
had  confidently  expected  the  Dar- 
danelles would  fall  to  the  Allies.  The 
Kut-el-Amora  coup  had  been  anothatf 
factor  In  disUlusionlng  the  Turk.  / 
rricndly  to  Britain  f- 

"At  heart  the  Turks  were  friendly 
to  Britain,  and  are  still  friendly,  I  be- 
lieve," said  Dr.  P'rew.  "The 
Sultan  was  working  for  England,  and 
I  believe  he  Is  genuinely  pro-British. 
Enver  Pasha,  the  Minister  of  War, 
the  son  of  a  second  butler  at  the  Bos- 
phorus,  who  got  his  training  and 
swelled  head  In  Germany,  was  alone 
responsible  for  getting  Turkey  into 
the  war  on  the  side  of  the  Central 
Powers.  The  Turks  entered  the  war 
not  to  fight  England  or  France,  but 
Russia,  because  they  believed  Russia 
wanted  command  of  the  Dardanelles 
and  was  fighting  for  It. 

The  Turks  treated  the  British  prls- 
oners  badly,  berauso  it  was  the  Ger- 
man idea  to  treat  them  badly.  All 
the  chiefs  of  staff  were  Germans. 
The  food  they  gave  the  prisoners  was 
such  as  Turks  could  thrive  on.  Two 
governors  of  Turkish  provinces  re- 
signed because  they  objected  to  the 
treatment  of  prisoners  and  would  not 
tolerate  the  persecution  of  the  Ar- 
menians." 

Dr.  Frew  described  In  considerable 
detail  and  In  entertaining  style  some 
of  his  war  adventures  in  Turkey  He 
was  appointed  administrator  of  the 
British  Relief  Fund,  end  in  that  ca- 
pacity was  brought  face  to  face  with 
many  problems  which  demanded  in- 
genuity and  courage  in  their  solu- 
tion. He  commended  the  American 
Is-rabassy  for  the  assistance  it  ren- 
dered to  his  organization  up  to  the 
Ume  of  the  entrance  of  the  United 
States  Into  the  war. 

Oesoont  Roqtects  the  Cross 

In  Introducing  Dr.  Frew,  President 
John  Cochrane  saJd: 

"Remotely  situated  as  we  are 
geographically  from  Turkey  and  the 
Near*  Bast,  there  may  bo  some  phases 
of  Turkish  individual  and  national 
life  which  have  been  excluded  from 
our  minds  by  the  preponderating  evi- 
dence  of  cruelty  and  misgovernment 
for  which  Turkey  is  generally  held 
responsible. 

"During  his  residence  in  Turkey 
our  guest  has  rendered  that  countn? 
most  valuable  service. 

"In  the  Balkan  War  he  took  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  Red  Cross  work,  and 
his  services  to  Turkey  in  this  and 
other  relationships  resulted  in  his 
bejjpg  recognized  as  a  friend  of  the 
Turkish  people,  and  gave  him  an  un- 
usual opportunity  to  secure  an  in- 
sight  into  TurkMi  national  life. 

"It  is  a  splendid  tribute  to  ths 
personality  of   our  guest  that,   while 

high  principles  of  our  Christian  civil- 
isation during  a  r«rideneo  of  l,Snty 
years  In  Turkey,  he.  at  the  same^mi 
inspired  the  frtendshlp  and  confi- 
dence of  a  people  Whose  historical 
records  for  cruelty  and     tal^overn* 


ment  have  unlverauily  earned  for 
them  the  title  of  The  Unspeakable 
turks.' 

"Thus,  in  this  partlevlar  Inatance, 
did  the  Croas  command  the  respect 
of  the  Creaoent." 


Adnitew  tbe  'nvka 

Dr.  Frew  preached  at  St.  Andrew's 
Preslrytarlan  Churcb  on  Banday  even- 
ing. ' 

Dr.  Frew.  Is  the  guest  of  Rev.  Dr. 
W.  Lk  Clay,  an  old  college  friend  of 
thirty  years  ago,  during  his  ^isit  in 
tlie  city.  He  i»  a  Scotchman,  edu- 
cated at  the  University  of  Glasgow, 
but  who  came  to  Canada  subsequent- 
ly, and  for  a  time  took  charge  of  a 
church  at  Nelson.  Twenty  years  ago 
he  returned  to  the  Old  Land,  and 
from  there  went  to  Constantinople, 
to  take  charge  of  the  church  which 
is  maintained  there  by  the  Presby- 
terians. He  has  made  the  Turkish 
capital  his  home  ever  since,  and  has 
come  to  know  and  understand  the 
people  well,  while  his  friendly  and 
gracious  manner  brought  him  into 
touch  with  diplomatic  circles  as  well 
as  with  the  masses.  During  the  Bal- 
kan war  he  was  head  of  the  R«d 
Cross  movement  In  Constantinople; 
during  the  recent  war,  when  the 
Turks  stood  as  the  allies  of  the  Ger- 
mans, all  the  British  who  could  left 
Constantinople.  Toward'  those  who 
were  left  Dr.  Frew  felt  a  definite  re- 
sponsibility, and  whatever  relief  he 
could  administer  he  willingly  gave 
them.  As  a  reprisal  for  certain  steps 
on  the  part  of  the  British  he  was  Im- 
prisoned, and  the  several  periods  of 
his  Imprisonment  amounted  In  all 
to  something  like  two  years,  most 
of  which  be  spent  in  exile,  compelled 
to  pay  the  wages  of  a  policeman  set 
to  guard  him  during  this  time. 
Nevertheless  he  continued  to  be  held 
in  very  high  regard  by  the  Turkish 
people  and  by  the  Turkish  Govern- 
ment, although  his  conduct  was 
closely  scrutinized. 

JVhen  he  was  free  he  continued  to 
do  what  he  could  to  alleviate  suffer- 
ing among  the  remaining  British  in 
Constantinople,  and  thousands  of 
pounds  passed  through  his  hands  for 
relief  work  among  his  own  people. 
Following  the  armistice  he  was  much 
occupied  with  the  same  kind  of 
work  among  the  BrlAijb  aoldiexa.  and 
it  was  partly  for  the  sake  of  a  rest 
that  he  decided  to  return  to  England. 
Last  August  he  left  for  this  continent, 
and  is  traveling  and  lecturing  as  he 
goes.  lie  will  return  to  Constaninople 
In   February.

Important  SaggeaUons  Will  Bd  Made 

at  Next  Meeting  of  International 
Ooumlttee 

PARIS.  Dec  20. — Although  it  is 
several  months  before  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  International  Olympio  Com- 
mittee will  be  held,  at  which  time  the 
naming  of  tha  next  holding  place  will 
be  voted  upon  and  other  very  import- 
ant matters  pertaining  to  the  1924 
gomes  w,Jn  bo  threshed  out,  much  ac- 
tivity Is  already  being  shown,  especi- 
ally amoi^  the  European  nations,  re- 
garding the  congress. 

One  very  Important  matter  to  be 
agreed  upon  will  be  the  making  up  of 
a  standard  Hat  of  track  and  field 
events  for  the  future  Olympic  games. 

Bngland  will  prol>ably  suggest 
many  alterations  in  the  list  of  events, 
one  of  which  will  be  to  reduce  the 
numlMr  of  indhridoal  events  and  sub- 
•tltat*  team  and  relay  nurobera. 

A  reduction  in  the  nomber  of  en. 
tries  and  atartera  in  the  individual 
numbers  at  future  Olympics  will  un- 
doubtedly be  made.  Three  entries 
and  one  substitute  for  each  indlvidnal 
event  from  each  nation  will  probably 
be  the  aolutlon  of  that  problem  after 
dlscnaalon.  With  the  above  rbduc. 
tion  a  team  of  fifty  Indhridoala  from 
anr  CMmtry  wwnld  be  aofflcient  for 
a  wtnalnc.  aggregatloa.  The  United 
State*  carrWd  a  team  of  ever  one 
hundred  to  ABtererp  at  an  enormous 
e«p«M*.

Regarding  the  drydock  scheme  and 
the  C.N.R.  terminals,  says  the  report, 
as  these  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Federal  Government,  the  committee 
feels  that  nothing  can  be  done  by  the 
■  citizens  of  Victoria,  except  through 
the  Federal  members.  The  committee 
recommends,  therefore,  that  immedi- 
ately on  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Tolmle, 
these  matters  be  taken  up  with  him; 
that  he  be  urged  to  use  every  means 
in  his  power  to  secure  the  Immediate 
commencement  of  these  works;  and 
that  the  citizens  be  called  upon  gen- 
erally to  do  all  they  can  to  strengthen 
the  hands  of  Dr.  Tolmle  and  Mr.  Mc- 
intosh, M.P. 

The  committee  also  recommends 
that  enquiries  be  made  as  to  whether 
the  C.N.R.  and  the  C.P.R.  have  a 
scheme  for  co-operation  in  Joint  ter- 
minal improvements,  and,  if  so,  that 
the  C.P.R.  be  urged  to  take  imm^- 
di4(»  action  in  this,  as  well  as  in  any 
Other  work  that  company  may  have 
ik  prospect. 

Provincial  Worka 

The  committee  recommends  that 
the  Provincial  Government  be  aerl- 
ously  requested  to  undertake  Just  as 
much  work  as  possible  on  roads,  etc., 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Victoria. 
Work  of  a  permanent  nature,  and 
work  that  is  urgently  needed,  could 
be  done  on  the  Malahat  drive.  It  ia 
possible  that  much  rough  grading, 
clearing,  etc.,  could  be  done  on  the 
Songhees  Reserve.  A  beginning  might 
be  made  on  the  road  northward  from 
Sooke  toward  Port  Renfrew;  and 
there  are  certain  existing  roads  that 
might  b4  repaired  at  this  time  at  little 
more  than  ordinary  expense. 

Even  if  the  expense  incurred  on  the 
works  mentioned  should  be  a  little 
greater  now  than  it  would  be. In  a  few

Municipal  Worka 

The  committee  does  not  see  how 
the  money  that  the  Provincial  Qov- 
ernment  proposes  to  lend  to  munici- 
palities can  be  made  available  imme- 
diately, unless  the  Oovernment  in- 
tends to  make  special  provision  for 
overcoming  present  obstaclea.  Even 
then  the  money  advanced  would  be  a 
loan,  and  present  municipal  officials 
will  naturally  wish  to  avoid  negotiat- 
inir  loans  at  this  period  of  the  year. 
Assistance  by  direct  grants  seems  to 
the  committee  to  be  the  only  way  in 
which  the  Provincial  Oovernment  can 
quickly  and  effectively  aid  the  muni- 
cipalities, and  it  is  recommended  that 
such  a  courae  be  urged  upon  the  Oov- 
ernment. 

The  city  might  also  be  encouraged 
to  begin  work  on  new  streets,  sewers, 
etc.,  for  which  purposes  it  could  raise 
money  in  the  ordinary  way.  The  city 
authorities  should  be  urged  to  begin 
as  soon  as  possible,  construction  of 
the  proposed  swimming  baths,  es-< 
pecially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
C.P.R.  is  ready,  under  certain  condi- 
tions, to  give  very  substantial  aid. 

On  accounj^f  the  high  cost  of  ma- 
terials, etc.,%ffle  committee  cannot  see 
how  this  scheme  can  be  succeaafulty 
carried  out,  but  aa  it  rests  entirely 
with  the  City  Council,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  that  body  be  requested 
to  give  it  full  and  serious  considera- 
tion. 

"Dole"  Money 

The  committee  considers  that.  In 
conjunction  with  the  Federal  mem- 
bers, a  determined  efort  should  be 
made  to  secure  a  portion  of  the  "dole" 
money  voted  last  year  by  the  Domin- 
ion Oovernment.  Thia  money,  if  ob» 
talned,  could  be  uacd  to  provide  relief 
work,  either  municipal  or  provincial. 
There  are  three  Juat  and  aound  rea- 
sons on  which  British  Columbia  can 
found  a  claim  in  this  regard: 

1.  Assistance  is  needed  now  more 
than  it  was  needed  at  any  time  last 
Winter  when  the  money  was  voted. 

2.  The  17,000  ex-service  men  dis- 
charged in  British  Columbia  Tiave  in- 
creaaed  tremendously  unemployihent 
in  thia  Province,  while  materially  de- 
creasing unemployment  in  the  rest  of 
the  Dominion. 

3.  The  climatic  advantages  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  enable  work  to  be  car- 
ried on  outdoors  twelve  taonths  in 
the  year,  so  that  relief  need  never 
take  the  form  of  cash  "doles"  aa  waa 
the  caae  last  Winter. 

The  committee  feela  thai,  on  these 
grounda,  auch  a  claim  ahonld  be  made 
and  preased  to  the  uttermost  by    the 


Provincial    Oovernment    and    all    re- 
sponalble  organisations. 

An  Appeal  to  All 

Lastly,  the  committee  recommends 
that  all  private  cltlsens,  or  .cotnpanles 
that  Intend  to  undertake  wbrk  of  any 
kind  in  the  near  future,  be  urged  to 
commence  operations  during  this  time 
of  stress,  thereby  contributing  their 
quota  to  the  relief  of  the  present  In-  ■ 
tolerable  condition. 

The  Community  Council  will  assem- 
ble again  at  6  o'clock  today,  when 
committees  will  bo  appointed  to  work 
upon  the  various  schemes  a^  outlined.

Party  o«  Sunday  Tried  Gorge  Waters 

— TempeimteneM  of  Season  In- 

dooea  Primroees  to  Bloom 


Lumber  Commissioner  Turn- 
bull  Tells  Kiwanis  Cltib  Steps 
Are  Being  Taken  to  Prevent 
Depletion  of  Resources 


California  Winter  resorts  may  turn 
an  envious  eye  in  the  direction  of 
Victoria  this  Christmas-tlde<  It  is 
well-known  that  some  of  the  hardier 
young  people  of  the  city  take  a  dip 
occasionally  all  weeks  of  the  year,  re- 
gardless of  the  temperature,  which  is 
never  very  low  here,  and  which,  in  any 
event,  does  not  keep  up  a  sustained 
mood  of  iclness.  But  it  is  something 
of  a  record  to  be  able  to  report  that 
a  dozen  of  the  older  residents  of  the 
city  vere  induced  by  the  mildness  of 
the  weather  last  Sunday,  December 
19,  to  go  a-bathing.  Among  them 
was  Mrs.  Herbert  Kent,  a  frank  en- 
thusiast of  Victoria's  climate,  who 
reported  yesterday  to  the  Colonist 
that  she  found  the  winter  just  as 
warm  as  it  is  in  the  Summer  time. 

Certainly  the  season  is  extraordin- 
ary for  its  absence  of  frost  or  cold 
winds.  Primroses  are  blooming  in 
several  of  the  dlty  gardens,  and  in 
Beacon  Hill  Park  many  people  on 
Sunday  stopped  to  examine  a  rhodo- 
dendron which  is  In  bloom.  Every- 
where about  this  part  of  the  Island 
broom  may  be  seen  In  blossom,  and 
the  Colonint  is  showing  in  Its  window 
on  Broad  Street  a  bowl  of  roses  grown 
in  the  open  by  Mrs.  Harvey  of  Knapp 
Island.

While  the  timber  resources  ot 
British  Columbia  are  not  inexhaust- 
ible there  is  no  immediate  danger  of 
a  shortage,  and  scientific  efforts  are 
now  being  made  to  conserve  tho 
forests  of  the  Province,  Mr.  William 
Turnbull,  Provincial  Government 
Lumber  Commissioner,  told  tho 
Kiwanis  Club  in  an  address  at  the 
weekly  luncheon,  at  the  Dominion 
Hotel,  yesterday.  The  speaker  chose 
for  hl.s  subject  the  pulp  and  paper  in- 
dustry of  B.  C. 

The  Commission  of  Conservation 
had  placed  the  Province's  available 
pulp  timber  at  IM  billion  feet,  said 
the  speaker.  This  Included  nothing 
below  ten-Inch  top,  stated  Mr.  Tui'n- 
bull.  who  pointed  out  that  in  the 
East  four-inch  stock  was  used.  The 
figures  of  the  commission  only  in- 
cluded what  was  considered  ac- 
cessible saw  timber.  A  large  amount 
of  small  timber  in  the  Province  was 
considered  inaccessible,  but  would 
not  be  so  to  the  pulp  men,  said  Mr. 
Turnbull.  who  pointed  out  that  after 
deducting  the  timber  needed  for  lum- 
ber there  was  still  suflcient  to  supply 
mills  having  a  total  output  of  10,000 
tons  dally,  or  fifty  mills  with  a  dally 
capacity  each  of  200  tonsi  By  this 
he  did  not  mean  that  economic  con- 
ditions would  permit  any  such  num- 
ber of  plants:  on  that  phase  of  tha 
matter  he  could  not  definitely  speak. 
Hnge  Yonnc  Growth 

Mr.  Turnbull  also  showed  that  the 
young  growth  of  timber  was  not  con- 
sidered in  the  estimate  of  tho  Com- 
mission of  Conservation.  The  growth 
was  estimated  at  six  billion  feet  of 
fir  a  year  in  British  Columbia,  which 
is  five  times  the  present  annual  cut 
Of  course  there  were  destroyers  of 
Umber  to  contend  with.  Fir«  was 
responsible  for  eighty  per  cent  of 
timber  loss  in  the   Province. 

It  was  possible,  declared  the  speak- 
er, to  prevent  an  exhaustion  of  the 
timber  resources,  and  It  was  the  duty 
of  the  Forestry  Department  to  under- 
take this  work,  as  In  Norway  and 
Sweden.     "If  we.  go   on    mining   tim-

ber  instead  of  cropping  It,"  be  con- 
tinued, "the  supply  will  run  Bbort." 
Mr.  Turnbull  claimed  that  we  were 
at  the  nusffet  aUgre  In  the  timber  In- 
dxutry.  as  in  the  flahins,  and  as  for- 
merly In  the  Yukon  mining.  Close 
'Utilisation  of  timber  was  not  yet 
practiced.  The  beet  of  the  timber 
was  taken  and  there  was  enormous 
waste.  His  audience  would  be  in- 
terested to  know  that  one  of  the 
larrest  loKclng  companies  in  British 
Columbia  was  going .  back  over  the 
logged-ofC  lands  gathering  suitable 
pulp  timber.  "I  believe  the  day  Is 
coming  when  the  pulp  jnills  will  |)e 
the  scavengers,"  added  tne  speaker. 

The  efforts  being  made  to  grapple 
with  reforestation  problems  wore  told 
by  Mr.  Turnbull,  who  pointed  out 
that  the  large  pulp  and  paper  com- 
panies had  their  own  forestry  ex- 
perts. 

Pulp  and  Paper  Industry 

The  extent  of  the  pulp  and  paper 
Industry  was  shown  by  the  speaker, 
who  stated  that  in  1913  the  produc- 
tion amounted  to  (>0,000  tons  of  pa- 
per, while  last  year  it  reached  the 
large  total  of  130,000  tons.  "You'd 
be  amased  If  you  knew  the  extent  to 
which  pulp  development  It  being 
mooted,"    he    declared. 

Australian  intereace  were  talking 
of  opening  their  own  pulp  mills  In 
British  Columbia  and  shipping  the 
product  to  Australia  to  be  made  into 
paper.  The  Oriental  market  had  de- 
creased, owing  to  the  exchange  situ- 
ation, which  was  more  favorable  to 
Norway  and  Sweden. 

"The  world  is  paper  hungry,".,  said 
the  lumber  commiMloner,  out'.intng 
the  uses  to  which  pulp  waa  being  put. 
Young  men  were  wearing  sitlv  scarvca 
ma^e  In  Japan  fioti*.  British  ColumbLi 
palp,  he  remarked,  and  be  prophes*ed 
that  the  time  was  not  far  distant 
when  m6n  will  be  dressed  in  paper 
salts  that  would  be  an  excellent  Imi- 
tation  of   the   tweeds   of  today.

The  Gordon  Head  campaigners  for 
the  water  by-law  to  be  voted  upon 
in  January  woH  further  support  fpr 
their  cause  when  the  Ward  Five 
Hate  payers'  Association  last  night  at 
Royal  Oak  Hall  unanimously  psssed 
a  resolution  ^ving  its  hearty  sup- 
port to  the  measure. 

Reeve  Watson.  Councillor  Clark 
and  other  speakers  from  Gordon 
Head  told  the  meeting  about  the 
need  of  the  water  in  their  district. 
There  was  only  one  dissenting  voice 
in  the  gathering,  that  being  Mr. 
Townsend,  of  Gordon  Head,  who  made 
a  number  of  very  sweei>lng  assertious 
which  were  afterward*'  denied.  His 
vehement  denunciation  provided  the 
only  entertainment  of  the  evening. 

The  Ward  Five  Association  is  the 
second  to  endorse  the  by-law.  the 
Ward  Three  organisation  backing  It 
at  a  meeting  last  week. 

I.Ast  night's  meeting  at  Royal  Oak 
decided  to  back  Mr.  Y.  Thome  as 
candidate  for  the  School  Board.  The 
Association  had  already  endorsed  Ihe 
candidature  of  Mr.  James  Brydon, 
but  It  was  stated  that  he  had  refused 
to  run.  It  was  pointed  out  that  at 
any  rate  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Chave 
left  a  third  vacancy  to  be  Ailed.  The 
organisation  would  take  no  steps  re- 
garding a  third  candidate  until  it 
was  known  whether  Trustee  Dlggon 
would  stand  ^gain. 

The  Association  recently  endorsed 
Mr.  Harry  Tanner  as  candidate  for 
the  reeveshlp,  but  that  gentleman 
has  refused  to  stand.  The  meeting 
last  night  decided  to  allow  their  dele- 
gates to  the  Central  Ratepayers'  As- 
sociation a  free  hand  In  the  endoria- 
tlon  of  a  candidate  for  reeve.  It 
was  stated  at  the  meeting  that  there 
was  talk  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Geo.

The  Saanich  waterworks  were 
a  short  time  ago  only  $900  in  debt 
and  the  Reeve  said  he  expected  that 
by  the  end  of  the  year  this  amount 
would  be  wiped  out.  Mr.  Klngwell 
was  satisfled  with  the  explanation  and 
seconded  the  resolution  to  endorse 
the  water  by-law. 

Asked  with  respect  to  a  190,000 
water  scheme  drawn  up  by  a  former 
engineer  of  Saanich,  Reeve  Watson 
said  the  present  plan  .  for  Gordon 
Head  was  practically  the  same  and 
no  doubt  the  engineer  who  drew  it 
up  had^ased  it  on  the  old  plans,  in- 
creasing the  cost  estimate  to  make 
up  for  the  Increase  in  costs  which 
had   taken  place  in   recent  years. 

FoUowlnf  the  discussion  on  the 
water  by-law,  Mr.  Klngwell  '  asked 
Reeve  Watson  if  he  thought  the  same 
person  should  All  the  positions  of 
clerk  of  the  Council  and  secretary 
of  the  School  Board.  The  Reeve  re- 
plied  that  he  had  suggested  to  Clerk 
Cowper  early  In  the  year  that  In  view 
of  the  increased  work  necessary  he 
would  not  oppose  a  move  to  have  a« 
separate  secretary  for  the  Board.  He 
thought  it  In  the  interests  of  the 
Municipality.  Mr.  Klngwell  pointed 
out  the  difficulties  of  serving  two 
masters.  *

Councillor  Dooley  and  Mr.  Col- 
lis  Engage  in  Wordy  Battle 
— System  of  Cesspools  Ad- 
vocated by  Mr.  Levlngs 


A  somewhat  lively  meeting  of  Ward 
VII.  Ratepayers'  Association  took 
place  In  Tillicum  School  last  evening, 
when  a  discussion  was  held  on  the 
enforcement  of  the  sanitary  by-laws, 
and  the  Pound  by-law. 

The  president,  Mr.  J.  Simpson,  was 
In  the  -tshalr,  and  the  first  speaker, 
Mr.  Levlngs,  addressed  the  gathering 
on  the  sewerage  system,  which  he 
said  he  was  not  In  favor  ofl  He  ad- 
vocated a  number  of  cesspools  snd 
produced  a  diagram  in  support  of  his 
plan.  W^ith  regard  to  a  main  sewer, 
he  thought  it  would  l>e  too  expensive 
for  South  Saanich,  as  the  houses  are 
very  scattered.  He  claimed  that  his 
pUn  had  worked  succesfully  in  Rng- 
land,  and  that  therefore  it  would  do 
the  same  here. 

Councillor  Dooley  was  against  the 
plan,  as  he  thought  sewers  would  be 
far  cheaper  than  cesspools.  In  the  dis- 
cussion that  followed.  Mr.  D.  Devaps 
thought  thtft-  Mr.  Livings'  scheme 
was  insde^tiaie.  He  claimed  that  a 
contaglODs  disease,  ringworm,  at  pres- 
ent was  m^irlhK  through  South  Saan- 
ich, and  that  it  waa  traceable  to  In- 
sanitary cMMlitlona.

Mr.  P.  MsCalmaft  was  against  Mr.

Cdunclllor  Dooley  said  that  there 
was  a  poun4  by-law,  which  was  en- 
forced wherever  possible.  If  a  pound- 
keeper  were  had  for  every  ward.  It 
would  mean  additional  expense,  and 
then  he  said,  "there  would  be  a 
kick."  After  some  further  discussion 
by  Mr.  Orr  and  Mr.  ^ElMmphries,  Mr. 
A.  Hall  moved  that >.>communlcatlon 
be  sent  to  the  Councii-  .for  the  better 
enforcement  of  the  pound  by-law. 
with  the  amendment  that  It  be  illegal 
for  cows  to  have  dragging  chains.  The 
motion  carried,  and  Mr.  E.  Orr  then 
moved  that  the  question  of  school 
accommodation  be  left  over  until  a 
meeting  to  be  held  next  Monday  or 
Tuesday,  and  that  the  president  get  in 
touch  with  Mr.  Coates,  Mr.  Dlggon 
and  Mr.  Cowi>er,  and  ask  them  to 
attend.    This  also  carried.

RECALLS  OLD  HOODOO 

BOSTON,  Dec.  21. — Tho  owners  of 
the  schooner  Jane  Palmor,  which  was 
reported  Saturday  In  distress,  BOO 
miles  southeast  of  Cape  Hattraas, 
were  notified  today  that  the  vessel 
had  been  abandoned,  and  her  crew 
landed  at  Bermuda  by  the  steamship  , 
Cotatla.  The  Palmer  was  bou{id 
from  Newport  Naws  for  Buenoa 
Ayres,  with  coal,  when  she  ran  into

When  sailors  alonr  the  water- 
front  heard  of  the  Jane  Palmer's  fate 
they  immediately  recalled  the  tradi- 
tional "hoodoo"  of.  tho  Palmer  fleet, 
that  has  now  claimed  six  of  the 
original  eifht  vessels. 

The  flrst  of  the  fleet's  misfortunes 
occurred  in  1909,  when  the  Marie 
Palmar  was  lost  off  Frytnf  Pan 
Shoals,  N.C.  In  the  same  year  came 
the  loss  of  the  Da^i8  Palmer  on  Hard- 
Inv's  Ledge,  off  Boston  Harbor.  The 
Paul  Palmer  was  burned  at  sea  four) 
years  later,  and  in  1914  the  Presoot 
Palmer  was  lost  off  Bermuda,  and  the 
Fuller  Palmer  went  down  off  Nan- 
tucket  Shoals.

Returning  Officers  Will  Make 
Tally  of  Such  Vote,  Thus 
'Finally  Completing  Cpunt 
for  Recent  Election  Contest 


PoMUoal  »artles  aad  ether 
Isatlona  which  enteAd  candidiaM  In 
the  recent  Provincial  general  election 
contest  are  Interested  in  the  proceed- 
ings which  will  open  tomorrow  morn- 
ing and  at  which  the  absentee  bal- 
lots cast  on  December  1  for  thta  rid- 
ing will  be  counted. 

RetomJiMr  OlBoer  Martin  wUl  oem« 
mence  his  covdt  of  the  Victoria  hal- 
lota  at  his  oflloe.  Central  Building,  at 
9  a.m.,  and  Returning  Officer  Whit- 
taker,  for  the  Saanieh  riding,  will 
also  commence  at  t,he  same  hoar  la 
his  office.  In  the  saote  building,  on 
the  outside  ballots  cast  for  flsiiaaich. 
Returning  Officer  Heams,  of  Esqui- 
mau, will  be  busy  at  the  same  work 
tallying  the  absentee  vote  for  Elsqul- 
malt  riding.  Mr.  Heams'  office  is 
also  in  the  Central  block. 

At  the  count  of  the  ballots,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  parties  are 
entitled  to  be  present. 

While  the  Returning  Offlcera  plan 
to  count  only  the  absentee  ballots, 
yet  If  any  candidate  desires  it  they 
will  make  a  re-count  of  the  entire 
ballots  cast  on  December  1.  So  far 
the  only  figures  published  showing 
the  result  of  the  ballots  cast  on  elec- 
tion day  have  been  those  compiled 
by  the  returning  officers  from  the 
official  certlflcates  of  the  various 
deputy  returning  officers  before  whom 
the  tally  was  made  on  election  night. 
Undoubtedly  a  scrutiny  by  the  re- 
turning officers  of  the  ballots  them- 
selves would  make  some  alteration. 
It  is  proposed  by  the  Conservative 
candidates  to  ask  for  such  a  recount. 

Th  the^''<SU«rof  TTctoria^CIly.  The 
results  as  complied  frohi  the  deputy 
returning  officers'  certlflcates  showed 
Mr.  Alexander  Stewart,  Conservative, 
1S<  votea  lower  than  Mr.  J.  B.  Cleari- 
hue,  Liberal.  There  were  probabl^ 
700  absentee  ballots  cast  for  this 
riding  and  the  Conservatives  believe 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  as  compared 
with  Mr.  Clearihue,  who  is  a  new 
man  In  the  public  arena,  Mr.  Stewart, 
who  has  been  widely  and  favorably 
known  for  many  years  in  this  city, 
can  expect  to  secure  a  better  support 
in  the  absentee  vote  than  his  Liberal 
opponent.  There  Is  no  question,  toe. 
that  a  scrutiny  of  rejected  ballots  by 
Returning  Officer  Martin  would  mean 
the  addition  of  votes  to  candidates, 
though,  probably,  one  candidate 
would  not  be  favored  over  another. 

In  some  ridings  throughout  the 
Province  returning  offlcere  had  ar- 
ranged to  hold  their  counts  of  the 
absenCSee  ballots  today.  But  notice 
has  been  sent  out  from  the  office  of 
the  Attorney-Qeneral  that  no  count 
can  be  held  until  tomorrow.  The 
new  Elections  Act  requires  that  the 
count  of  the  absentee  ballots  shall 
not  be  made  until  the  expiry  '^f 
twenty-one  days  after  the  day  on 
which  the  poll  was  held.  The  noil 
was  held  on  December,  so  that;  to- 
morrow is  the  flrSt  day  on  which  the 
count  of  the  absentee  ballots  can  be 
made.  -  •  •  w-««^-    j- 

At  the  count,  the  original  appllea- 
tlons  of  the  electors  to  have  their 
name  placed  upon  the  voters'  Ust  will 
be  before  the  returning  officer.  The 
absentee  ballots  csst  outside  Victoria 
for  candidates  in  this  riding  are  all 
contained  in  envelopes,  upon  the  back 
of  which  is  printed  the  form  of  affi- 
davit the  voter  took  when  he  applied 
for  a  ballot.  This  affidavit  the  voter 
had  to  sign.  In  making  the  count 
of  the  absentee  ballots  the  flrst  step 
will  be  to  compare  the  signature  on 
the  affidavit  with  that  of  the  elector 
on  his  or  hfer  original  application  to 
be  placed  on  the  list.  Then  the  en- 
velope is  opened  and  the  ballot  it 
contains  is  placed  in  a  ballot  box 
without  being  scrutinised.  When  all 
the  ballots  are  so  treated,  the  box  is 
opened  and  the  count  proceeded  with. 
The  comparison  of  signatures  is  de* 
signed  to  prevent  personation  of 
quallfled  electors  by  othprs  not  quail- 
fled  to  vote.  The  placing  of  the  bal- 
lots, unopened.  In  the  box  prevents 
the  possibility  of  anyone  aseertaln- 
Ing  how  a  particular  elector,  who  ex- 
ercised the  right  of  voting  an  abaen-' 
tee  ballot,  actually  did  register  hie 
vote. 

It  Is  expected  that  all  the  counts 
of  the  absentee  ballots  throughout 
the  Province  will  be  eompleted  before
